TARIFF RBFOKM. 


The Tariff Reform Club of New York 


City has appointed a committee to pre- 
pare a tariff bill. The Chairman of that 
committee is £. Ellery Anderson, who 
vsas a member of the comnfiasion that 
viaited the Pacific Coast some yeara ago 
to investigate) the a flairs of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. He says the bill which 
tbe Reform Club will submit to Secretary 
Carlisle for the approval of the Admin- 
istration and submission to Congress 
when it assembles, will be in barnLooy 
vrilh tb« Chicago platform. 
Duties will 


be fixed on a revenue basis only, and 
will be so arranged that no industry will 
be crippled. 


This is supposed to mean that no 


article of American product or manu 
factore will be placed on tbe free list. 
While no details of tho bill are made 
public it is assumed that the bounty on 
sugar will be abolished and that foreign 
sugar will be made dutiable, otherwise 
the sugar industry will be crippled. It 
i a alto reasonable to suppose that wool 
•will not be placed on the free list, as tbe 
Mills bill provided it should be. 


There is no surplus ift..the National 


Treasury now, as was tbe case under Mr. 
Cleveland's former Administration. 
The 


expenditures of the Government amount 
to about half a billion dollars a year, 
which is fully as much as, if not more 
than, the receipts. The greater part of 
tbe revenue required tor tbe support ol 
the Government, say at least $300,000,- 


~" 000 a year, must be collected from duties 


on imports. 
A. greatly increased 
free 


list is therefore out of the question, anri 
a reasonably high tariff must t-ecessarily 
bo the rule, not the exception. 


It would seem, however, that a conven 


tioo of representative ineo, engnged in 
tha various industries affected by the 
tariff, would be preferable to a political 
Club for framing a tariff bill for the 
approval of the Administration and sub- 
mission to Ci>nj;r«ss.

Borne Peculiarities of the Kanaka J-an- 


guage. 


"How do you pronounce the name of 


the island kingdom that wants to be annexed 
to the United States?" is a question frtqo- 
ently propounded and variously answered 
nowadays, says the New York Snn. The 
most commonly accepted pronunciation, 
and the one authorized by Lippineott'g 
Worcester's, Webster's and the Century 
dictionaries is, for the Bams of the princi- 
pal island of the group, "H«ib-wi-e," the 
seoond syllable accented and the "i" pro- 
nounced ss in "pine.'' Tbe s.ime question 
was once asked -of a high-onete Hawaiim, 
lady, well educated in her own and the 
English languages. She answered. 


"The proper pronunciation is 
H»h- 


vah-e-p. There is no "w" in our alphabet, 
and no letter or combination of ieltrra *hiuU 
takes the sonnd of 'w' ss in Eoglish. Tbe 
missionaries who first translated our langu 
age found it difficult to pronounce or ex- 
press the sound which is to my ear cor- 
rectly conveyed by the letter 'v' softened 
and made fall. Otir -a' is pronounced 
broad, as you pronounce it in 'fall,' and 
our •!' is like the English 'e.' Tbe rule is 
jto pronounce every vowel, and, aa the ex- 
ception to the rule does not affect the 
doable *i' in Hawaii, yon see that the word 
n 'Hah-vah-e-e ' " 


These are the twelve letters in tbe Ha- 


waiian lauKoage, with their pronunciation: 
a (ah),e (a).i(e),o (oh), n (oo\h (baj;. 
If (Kay). 1 (lab), m (moo),n (noo), p (pay), 
v (vaj ), There is uo sound of "i" as in 
the English langnagp, except where "ai" 
follows "w," or, aa the Hawaiian lady 
would insist, "v." 
There is a great differ- 


ence in the language as spoken by the high 
and low caste Hawauans. The low caste 
speak with a suooension of explosive, stao- 
oato gutturals, iba high caste with a liquid 
fliw that makes it a beautiful language. 
Tbe insistence upon the "v" instead of the 
"w" sound is ooncidered, even by some of 
the educated and by all of the uneducated, 
as something of an offecUtion, and one 
hears "Hah-vah e-e" on the island*, in- 
stead of "Hah-wah-e," about atf* often^ as 
••vahse" instead of "vase" in Amsrioau 
society.

Charge of Beoelvlng Illegal Fees Wlilch 


the Statesman Never Forgave—One Side 
of an Eatrangonient TImt Meant Much to 
American History. 
Colonel Edward Gebhard, a lawyer in 


ihe Mutual Life Insurance building, said 
;hat he thought the true reason for the 
Xtter feeling between Roscoe Conkhng 
and James G. Blaine had never been 
printed. He said that during Mr. Conk- 
ing's hfe in New York city he frequently 
met the great Republican statesman 
from Utica. and on several occasions 
they talked about his difference with Mr. 
Blaine. Colonel Gebhard said: 


"Conkling used to come up to see me. 


We were intimate friends, and one after- 
noon 1 told him thut 1 would like to get 
at the bottom of tho estrangement be- 
tween Mr. Blaine ttnd himself. 1 told 
Mr. Conkling that it seemed to me ab- 
rard that u man who had been a lawyer 
all his life, and a public man, should 
have taken offense at Mr Blame's speech 
calling him a turkey gobbler, etc. It 
was something 1 could not comprehend. 
Mr Conkling replied 'It is ]«st as ab- 
nnrd to me to take it that way as it is to 
you 
You know I have practiced law 


all my hfe. If lawyers permitted the 
animosities of public trials to warp their 
hensibihties, we would be in a fight with 
all the world. The true cause of the 
quarrel between Mr. Blame and myself 
is that Mr. Blaino took an unfair advan- 
tage of me in the house of representa- 
tives to reflect upon lay personal integ- 
rity' In the discussion glowing out of the 
discontinuing of the office of provost 
marshal general Mr. Blame rose to a 
question et personal privilege. 
Mr. 


Conkling told uie that he did not pay 
much attention to Mr. Blame's speech 
nntil tie heard his name mentioned. 
Thon after listening, ho found Blame 
was making a personal assault, foreign 
to the matter of personal privilege and 
alien to the subject under discussion. 
Coukling find he hstened, and the more 
tie liHteut'il the more he was amazed, and 
then he became angry. Conkling riaid 
thdt be so lost contro! of himself under 
Che impulse of the moment that he went 
to his hnend. Thad Stevens, and said: 
" 'Mr. Stevens, yon have heard what 


Air. Blame has just said. What shall 1 
do? The question of personal privilege 
Mr. Blaine used was a personal attack 
upon uiy integrity. He has character- 
ized uie ua a man who has accepted em- 
ployment (TOIU the government while 1 
was a member of congress, and while in 
tbat employment ha,d received fees paid 
to me by Becretaiy Stanton. and that the 
fees embraced pay for services which 
had been illegally rendered by me to the 
government of the United States in do- 
ing some work in the western part of the 
state 
This work included the imesti- 


gation of cei tain bounty frauds whicfi 
had taken place in Elmira. and the sec- 
retary came to me and employed me to 
get at the root of the trouble. I devoted 
a great deal of time to the business, and 
the upshot was that the government re- 
covered, through my efforts, many thou- 
sands of dollars 
Upon my return to 


Washington Secretary Stanton sent for 
me and offered $10,000 in payment for 
my services, which I refused to accept. 
i said to him at that time that if I was 
to receive anything 1 preferred to ar- 
range the price myself, and at all events 
1 would not accept such a sum. 
" 'Fending the discussion between Sec- 


retary Stanton and myself I went to 
Utica and talked over the matter with 
Governor Seymour and Judge Denio, 
chief judge of the court of appeals, both 
Democrats. 1 told them that 1 did not 
want to take a step which could be used 
against me in any way. i did not want 
to make a show of purity that would be 
ridiculous, and 1 did not care about ac- 
cepting a fee that might be questioned. 
On my return to Washington the check 


i ot Secretary Stanton was reduced to 


I $3 500 
Even then I was tiimd aboutac- 


ceptmg it, but Stanton said: "By God! 
I know what servu es are worth I have 
been a lawyer all my lite, and this money 
jou have got to take." I did take the 
money. 1 tolt that 1 had earned it, and 
when Mr. BUmo referred to this in the 
house 1 felt thut he had taken a mean ad- 
vantage, and 1 determined never to speak 
to him again ' 


"Mr. Couklmg told mo," continued Mr 


Gebhaid 'that Mi Stevens said to Lurn, 
I'll attend to this lor jou. Mi Conkhnj_ 
and will call for a committee of inquiry." 


"A committee was appointed for the 


purpose of imestignttug and 
ind whe'i it became; evident 
pott of the eoiianutlee would entirely 
asoneiate Mi. Conkhng (roin the alleged, 
irre^f.l.'nties, then it was that* he recogt 
snzeil tho line hand of Mr Blaine or his 
trierids in tho successful attempt to frus- 
trate the purposes tor which the com 
inittee \vas appointed. 


"Mi. Coukling told me thut he never 


spoke to Mr. Blame from that time; that 
all the chfitges th.it Blaine had brought 
against him were groundless. ^That is 
the c.uibe f</r my feeling against Mr. 
Ultimo,' said Mr Conkhng 'and I shaft 
never apeak to tho man «igam or recog- 
nize him till he, mas public a place *a 
the Lonbe ot reprecjentya/kives, makes an 
apology for the ussaijit he made Bj>on 
ine at that time.' 


"Several attempts wfre made to recon- 


cile Mr Conkling and Sfr. Blame, hot 
Mr Conkling always smd: '"When Mr. 
Blame gets up in cotj^gress and takes 
back this charge, then 1 will be prepared 
to meet him. and until he^dpes-it there 1 
will never speak to him agiiin.'*' Subse- 
quently, during tho Blirine campaign of 
1884, 
Conklingtold me: 'I have rtajeived 


an invitation t-- a dinner nt which Mr. 
Blaine is to be present. I wonder what 
the getters up of this dinner take me for'A 
I am a Republican, and 1 believe in the 
success of my party, but there is one 
tning I will never do, I will never meet 
Mr. Blaine nntil he makes an apology as 
public as his charges.'"—New York Snn.

Prior as a Diplomat. 


Prior had several qualifications for 


diplomatic work. Though he must some- 
times have been hampered by his hum 
ble origin, he never failed to maintain 
the dignity of his official position. His 
bpecial knowledge of commerce, hi» 
readiness, his humor, his fluency in 
French, his familiarity with Horace (a 
useful accomplishment in the Anguptan 
age) and even "ce visago de bois,"as Bol- 
ingbroke called it, must often have been 
of service to him. But Prior's life when 
he had tho honor of representing Queen 
Anne at the French court was not happy. 
His letters during that period show that 
he was uneasy about the prospects of his 
party and felt his own position to be in • 
secure.

generals had sometimes to find money 
from their own pockets to pay their sol- 
diers, and embassadors' salaries were 
often in arrear. When the crash came 
Prior found himself in an unfortunate 
plight. Ho was looked coldly on both by 
the new administration and by his own 
party. It was stated that he had made 
revelations, and it was even supposed 
that his indiscretion was the cause of 
Bolingbroke's ill judged flight. For this 
malicious report there is, so far as we 
know, no trustworthy foundation.—Lon 
don Athenaeum.
